WIRELESS FAILURE. 


DMIRAL SIR HOWARD KELLY, com- 

mander-in-chief of the China Squadron, 
was wrecked in the early hours of this 
morning, when H.M.S. Petersfield, former 
minesweeper, now employed as the Admiral’s 
yacht, went ashore on the north side of Tung 
Yung Island, about sixty miles east-north-east 
of Foochow. 


The Petersfield was struggling against rough 
weather, on her way to Hongkong, and she struck at 
about three o’clock this morning. ; 


Wireless messages despatched soon after the 
mishap by the distressed craft, gave her position as Lat. 
26.23 North, Longitude, 120.30 East. The ship, it was 
stated, was surrounded by rocks, but there was no 
immediate danger of her breaking up, though she was 
bumping badly. . 


Most of the crew have been landed upon Tung Yung Island, 
it is understood, and it is 
presumed that Admiral Kelly 
is among those who are safely 
ashore, It is not known de- 
finitely whether Lady Kelly was 
aboard H. M. S, Petersfield 
but it is considered probable 
by the local naval authorities 
that Lady Kelly -was accom: 
panying the commander-in- 
chief to Hongkong. 


The German liner, 3.3. 
Derflinger, which was nearby 
and was the first ship to pick 
up the ‘Petersficld’s distress 
signals, arrived near the stene 
of ‘the wreck at seven o'clock 
this morning and is standing- 
by. There is, therefore, no 
cause for anxiety for those 
‘aboard, 
The R.M.S. Empress, of , 
Asia was close to Tung Yung 
and has been diverted. She was expected to reach the seene 
at about 8.30 a.m. :

OBITUARY. 


THE GRAND OLD MAN 
OF JAPAN. 


Tokyo, Nov, 11. 
Tho death is reported of Vis- 
count Effch! Shibusawa, known all 
over Japan as the Grand Old Man 
of the Japanese business world,— 
Reuter, 
A Notable Career. 


Born in 1840 Viscount Shibu- 
sawn, died at the age of 91. For 
|| many_y.cars_retired | from_ active 
business He, he stood nbove’ any 
man, living or dead in modern 
Japan, an object of loving rever- 
ence, boundless confidence and 
whole hearted reliance, Nor was 
hia retirement like that of most 
other people, he being about the 
busicst man in the Jand. Though 
no longer connected with any com- 
mercial business, : the business 
world demanded his good offices in 
one connection or another {nces- 
aantly, while he was, with all his 
octogenarian weight, 
with-seventy odd public bodies in 
the cnpacity of either the president 
or an adviser, In this double sanse 
he ‘waa the grandest old man of 
the day in the country. He was 
verily u merchant prince both in 
point of wealth and of immense 
number of people.anxious to render 
him service. 


Yet there was a time when this 
rand old man was, ns a young 
Gevernment Offical, dismissed from 
the Finance Office, not for any 
fault of his, but loyally to share the 
disgrace of his superior, the late 
Marquis Inoue. The’ plain Elichi 
Shibtisawa, as he waa then, was 
then in his 84th year and from that 
time on he never returned to off- 
cial life, but threw in his lot with 
business activity. 


As A Banker. 


In fifty odd years that followed 
he established the First Wank, the 
Bankers Club, Tokyo and other 
‘Chambers of Comnieree, and host 
of other business corporations and 
companies, so that he was the pre- 
sident of some 47 commercial cons, 
corns, al of the highest standing, 
when he retued from the business 
world in 1917, 


The most remarkable thing 
nbout him in those days, was that 
he combined in himself the leader- 
ship in) both the financial and 
business spheres of the country, 
as the president of the First Bank 
and of Bankers Club on the one 
hand and os the president of Tokyo 
Chamber of Commetce on the other, 
For more than n generation he 
ruled the whole-commercial and in- 
dustrial life of the Empire, the 
biggest merchants, bankers = and

-|manufacturors moving at his beck 
and call, In any case there was 
never, before hiin, any one man who 
mado himself Ike the supfeme 
loader, the commander in chief of 
the ‘nation, outside Government 
circles.

‘Likewise .he would have 
riadn ‘even: above Fleet Admiral 
Count Togo or Field Marahnl 
Prince Yamagata, If he had Identi- 
fled himself with. the defence 
gervice of the country. 


Of the Samurai. 


Shibusawa came of 4s samural 
stock and his [ife’s long motto was 
“A merchant by choice bat a 
amural at heart.” ‘To that motto 
«lived up. He was a compeer 
of Kido, Okubo, Ite, ¥ amagata, 
Inouye, and Olaima, the builders of 
Yeung Japan, recon.tructing the 
world which the hands of these 
wrent statesmen did not reach, 
namely the business world. Tho 
business and industrial world of 
Jnpan to-day is quite — different 
from what if was in old Japan, and 
Viscount Shibusawa — was the 
pioneer, and the surviving leader, 
[who played the most important 

part in effecting the change. The 
eater peer was sometimes heard to 
say when in ggod humour: “y 
have made the present — business 
world of Japan.” He only uttered 
the truth, 


The Viscount was a fine eld man 
with all his corners rubbed off, and 
purse and 


id any worthy, and noble catse, 


lewides he was the most patient of [4 


men in Hstening to the thousand 
nnd one things brought to his ears, 
from morning to night day after 
day. year in and year oul with 
kind wards to one and wise counsel 
to another.

The New Bible. 


The Christian world is about to 
have placed before it a new ver- 
sion of the Bible, It is to be a 
“modern” translation of the Book 
of Books, and ao simplified that a 
child of eight can understand its 
historical storics, mystical — alle- 
gories, parables, the sayings of 
the prophets,, the philosophy of 
the apodties, and the divine 
birth of Christ. The translation 
ia the result ‘of collaboration be- 
tween Hebraic and Greek scholars, 
who have transcribed the original 
Manuacripts. As in all cases 
where. attempts are made to 
deviate from, or tamper with, the 
accepted order of things, the new 
Bible will probably meet witha 
mixed reception, Many will with- 
out doubt protest that, in 
endéavouring to simplify the Book, 
the translaters have allowed them- 


elves to alter the whole meaning, 


of many of its passages, Such an 
accusation must apply to the new 
interpretation to that famous 
verse in the lat, chapter of Isniah, 
which, according to the, authorised 
version reads “Come now, and let 
us reason together, saith the 
Lord: though your skins be aa 
searict, they shall be white as 
snow! though they be red like: 
crimson, they shall be as wool. 
The latest interpretation of the 
original manuscript gives an en- 
tircly different impression. ‘Come 
now, and let us reason togetacs, 
saith the Lerdi- If your sins, be 
scarlet, can they become white as 
snow? If thoy ba red like crim- 
son, can they become ns wool?” 
Such a.revolutionary and diametri- 
cally opposite meaning to. the 
authorised version as this,is bound 
to find disfavour among no large 
section of the Christinn Chureh, 
upon whose. leadera will probably 
rest the decision as to whether 
the new book, containing such 
radica} changes as the {llustra- 
tion quoted above, is to be aecept- 
ed na the Bible of its people. On 
the other hand it may be received 
with open arma as boing. some- 
thing for which ‘the Church has 
been secking for ‘many ‘years. 
The Bible hns its dificulties,. 
which aro becoming more and 
more apparent in these days when 
intelligont onquiry Into its pages 
fs .being encouruged. If tha new 
book suceceds tn giving to the 
Christian world an: cnsier and’ 
more simple insight ‘inte the 
deeper monnings of many of the 
books contained in thé | Bible, . 
then it.can at lonst point.to having.

J-visited the Paramount New 
York studio.one_afternoon at tho 
time Ernst: Lubitsh’ was directing 
“The Smiling Lioutenant’, As we 
descended into the depths of the 
lnbyrinth of stage 1, heard the 
inimitable chanteur singing “Hello 
Beautiful” from around a cornor., 

“1 stopped and: awaited: his ar- 
rival. Ho was dressed in the uni- 
form of an Austrian licutenant- 
blue ‘coat with three silver stars or 
the | collar,, grey trousers with 
black strips, and a magnificent 
sword. Although he looks excecd- 
ingly well in military clothes 1 
Jearned that he doesn’t quite relish 
appenring in them, because they 
am more or less stiff and formal. 
Even a tuxedo wins preference with 
Maurice over a militariatic get-up. 

Aa he approached and shouted a 
“cheery” hello I took a hasty survey 
of the man and compared him with 
the Chevalier I knew a year ayo 
after his “Innocenta of Paris” or 
the Chevaller I knew five years ago 
in Paris at the time when he was 
nppearing in ‘Paris en Fleurs,” the 
French musical. 

He retains, I found, that buoyant 
quality that makes him the figure 
he is, His infectious charm is ap- 
parent even before he has a chance 
to speak, But where his work is 
concerned the old devil-may-care 
altitude bas disappearcd, 

This impressed me with the fact 
that being internationally famous 
‘is not quite whnt it is popularly 
supposed to be. Tho woight of 
curjosity and adutation hangs heavy 
on a star’s head.

Nevertheless, I was struck with 
tie obvious good -health and cheer- 
ful spirits with which Chevalier 
seems always to be saturated. 

Almost the first thing he told me 
after we had been sented In tho 
lunch room 2 fewminutes later 
was his ‘enthusiasm for a' game 
called Boule that he Js introducing 
to America. ;

The talk got around to Maurice's 
early days and his firet engagement 
on the stage. The story has been 
told only once or twice and coming 
from Chevalicr makes ft so much 
more interesting, 

It was ofber his first tryout on 
‘amateur night in ono of those little 
music halls in Paris. It waa his 
first big night and despite the fact 
that he had missed his piano and 
that those In the place had laughed 
both with and at him, heaven waa 
opencd when the manager asked 
him to come back.

Mme. Chevalier thought otherwise.

SIR OLIVER LODGE'S 
VIEW. 


SUNS STILL ‘FORMING. 


What fate has destiny in stere 
for our planet? - 

Is the universe slowly ranning 
down and life coming to an end? 

Is there a Mind behind the order- 
ed unity of the stare, which could, 
if need be, reorganise the scheme 
of things? 

Sir Oliver Lodge dealt with the 
conflicting answers of religion and 
science to these questiong in a 
Jecture ut Hove Inst night. 

“Certain speculations nbout the 
so-called fate of the aniverse are 
certainly depressing,” he said, “but 
then they have no philosophic basis 
—they do not really take everything 
into ount. They deal with the 
inorganic or physical universe only, 
The chief apostle of this coxmogony 


is Sir Jumes Jeans.” 


The process of evolution, Sir 
Oliver said, was still going on and 
suns were still forming, Our own 
system of stars was the result of 
ofte of these grent nebular evolu- 
tions, and far away in the depths 
of space other nebulre were still re- 
volving, throwing out spiral arms 
und producing each its own system 
of stars. There was nothing in all 
this to cause apprehenaion; rather, 
it manifested the majestic acale on 
whieh the universe was, built. 


The First Lesson. 


“The first Iesson thereby taught 
us from the point of view of re- 
Mgion,” said Sir Oliver, “ia that the 
Universe is one, all demonstrative, 
and a single scheme; one system of 
law and order reigning through-

“My belief,” continued Sir Oliver, 
“ig that it will be found. that the 
running down of the Universe [s 
only a humin conception, and that 
it need not really come to an end 
in the dreary way we now imagine, 
If that. should be true It must 
mean that the Universe. had _n.be- 
ginning, as otherwise it would have 
run down already, . The fact {s, we 
uro not entitled to speculate with 
our. present knowledge upon these 
tremendous ‘themes, - 

“What Life and Mind are, I do 
not pretend to know, but I know 
they are not functions of matter. 
Thore is every reason to know that 
wo ourselves continue: to operate, 
even apart from matter, and that 
tho destruction of the matorial or- 
gonism only interfores with our. 
modo of manifestation. =, 


‘ Life and Mind. 

“The Universe seems to mo a 
great reservoir of Life and Mind-- 
realitles which I bellave to extat in 
space, and which will survive the 
birth and death of worlds and con- 
tinue long after the material Uni- 
verse has run’ down, if ite fate fs to, 
run down. “I'do not myself bellave 
that that ia its'fate because it has

Mr. ‘Leo D'Almnda, junior,

THRILLING MATCH. 


Jiro Satoh, the briliant Japanese 
tennis player, whose appearance 
in Hongkong in the early part of 
the year, is atill fresh in the 
memory, last month lost his first 
singles match since the Wimble- 
don tournament, when he fell in 
the final of the British Covered 
Court Championship to Jean 
Borotra, nfter a thriling match. 

Mr. H. S. Serivener’s descrip- 
tion of the match reads as followa: 

After a wonderful match with 
Hro Satoh, marred only slightly by 
n creptsculous finish, Jean Boro- 
tra became Covered Courts cham- 
plon at Queen's for the fourth 
time in succession and the fifth 
time In all. To a remark made to 
him by an enthusiast in my pre- 
sence to the effect that he had 
never played better on No. 1 Court 
fn his Hfe his reply was: "No. | 
think T played better when I beat 
Tilden.” And then he added, “I 
was very lucky, One more point 
would have given Satoh the first 
det, and if he had won it he would 
have won the match.” 

It will be observed that he was 
thus being gencrous to two oppon- 
ents in the manner which is quite 
characteristic of him, and some al- 
Jowance must be made for this. 
Rut it may safely be said that 
whereas during: the past two sca- 
sons—he beat Tilden in 1929—hIs 
covered court gaime has shown tt 
slight falling ofl, on Saturday he 
waa the Korotra of old, ' 

Jt was auite a sudden come-back, 
He was a much better man than 
the Buretra who had yielded to 
Austin at his plumb best the Satur- 
day before, and all through last 
week there were blemishes in his! 
game which caused me to epine 
that when be came to Satoh he 
would crash, T even went so far 
as to express that opinion—more 
guardedly—in the Morning Post. 
Because we all love our Borotra, I 
am gind [owas wrong, 


Base-Line Duels. F 
Borotra's ground play, just as it 


wonderful, It was every bit as 
good as Satoh's, which is saying 


a groat deal; of many purely base-|' 


line duels in the course of the 
match Borotra was the winner. 
Morcover, when Satoh went to the 
net (as he more or less had to) he 
dtd so at his peril, so proficient was 
Borotra on the pass. 

Conversely Borotra's volleying 
was almost, if not quite, of the 
brand with which he haa made his- 
tory. The defects in it to which I 
referred ag recently as two days 
azo had gone. There was a period 
when Satoh seemed to have found 
out nw oway of “yorking” him; but 
very soon he was prepared for the 
yorkers—as‘he was for everything 
else—and half-volleying them back! 
superbly, Throughout the week 
he was pouncing and very, often 
fniling; on Saturday he was pounc- 
ing and nearly always prevailing. 

What of Satoh? Did he ‘not 
play as well us he can—for | have 
undoubtedly seen him play hetter 
—beenuse he was not allowed to? 
Probably, Borotra’s play was un- 
duubtedly finer than anything he 
had encountered for a long time, 
nnd I think it took him rather by 
surprise, though he hardly show- 
ed it. Ie was as cool and collect- 
ed as ever, but not as confident, 
and I missed in him the ability, 
which he has shown so often, to 


win the point or the game that he]’ 


particularly.wants.

ARMISTICE DAY - 
IN LONDON. 


THE KING UNABLE TO 
ATTEND AT CENOTAPH. 


London, Nov. 11. 

| Despite it being a ‘bonutiful 
sunshiny day, a cold wind pre- 
vailed, and His Majesty the King 
At the last minute wns advised not 
to attend the Cenotaph service, 
Consequently, the Prince of Watca 
latd the Royal wreath. 


Deep Reverence. ~ - 


The great two-minute silence 
all over Britain on the occasion of 
the thirteenth anniversary of 
Armistice Day was observed with 
deep reverence, as in former years. 

The poppy, the symbol of 
remembrance, was Keen overy- 
where, In London, all roada 
leading to the Cenotaph in White- 
hall were early blocked by traffic 
bringing thousands of people from 
all quarters. 

The absence of the King from 
the most folemn of all the religious 
services in connexion with the 
celebration caused disappointment 
but the public were reassured te 
learn that the decision not to 
attend was purely a- precautionary 
measure, and in no way indientod 
that-Uis Majesty was not in good 
health. From oa Gavernment 
balcony close to the Cenutaph the 
Queen and other Royat ladies 
followed the simple and dignified 
servico, conducted by the Bishop 
of London, 

With the Prince of Wales tna 
hollow square formed round the 
Cenotaph were the Dike of 
Gloucester, Prince George, Indian 
Princes, sand) Empire representa. 
tives, The Prime Minister Inid a 
wreath “immediately after the 
Prince of Wales had pinced two 
tributes on behalf of the King 
and of himeelf, . 

The Service, 

Among those prosent were also 
Mr. Georre Lansbury and the 
High Commissioners for the 
Dominions. 

Detachments of all branches of 
Service and ex-Serviee men and 
women, and the Merchant Navy 
and Fishing Fleet: were also pre- 
sent. The two minutes sitence 
began on the first stroke of Big 
Ben, which synchronised with the 
firing of guns on the Horse Guards 
Parade. This: moment of deep 
reverence. was ended by the sound- 
ing of the Liast-Post by trumpe- 
tefs of the Royal Afr Force, fol- 
lowed by the ainging of the hymn 
“O God Our Help”, and the Na- 
tional Anthem, in which the great 
volume of voices was led by a 
special chgir and the bands of the 
Brigade of Guards, 

The brief service, conducted by 
the Bishop of . London, was fol- 
luwed by the trumpet notes of the 
Reveille, after which the immense 
crowds which had stood in Whitn- 
J hall and the adjoining streets and 
aquares, silently dispersed or 
formed queues to lay a tribute of 
flowers at the foot of the Cenotaph, 

The pilgrimage to Whitehall and 
to the Unknown Soldier's grave 
in the Abbey ‘will continue 
throughout the day and far into 
the night,

in- Westminster, und the service, 
now held for’ the thirteenth year,
